Mrs.  Boehmler  was  a  religion  major  at 
Sweet  Briar  and  worked  as  a  social  worker 
for  three  years  after  she  graduated.

FINNISH  POET 

ANSELM  HOLLO,  regarded  by  many 
as  one  of  the  best  poets  writing  today,  is  at 
Sweet  Briar  College  this  year  as  the  first 
Margaret  Banister  Writer-in-Residence. 
Widely  published  in  this  country  and  in 
England,  Hollo  is  known  to  many  for  his 
poetry  readings,  lectures,  and  poetry  transla- 
tions, as  well  as  his  poems. 

The  Margaret  Sandford  Banister  Visiting 
Lectureship  in  Creative  Writing  was 
established  at  Sweet  Briar  by  a  generous 
bequest  from  the  late  Miss  Banister,  aug- 
mented by  memorial  gifts  from  her  friends. 

The  lecturership  will  bring  a  writer-in- 
residence  to  the  College  each  year  for  the 
fall  and  spring  terms. 

Miss  Banister,  a  graduate  of  Sweet 
Briar's  class  of  1 91 6.  was  closely  associated 
with  the  College  over  the  years.  Long  active 
in  public  relations,  first  at  Sweet  Briar  and 
later  in  Washington,  D.  C,  Miss  Banister 
turned  to  the  writing  of  fiction  upon  her 
retirement.  She  was  the  author  of  two  novels, 
both  based  on  her  early  associations  with 


Lynchburg,  Tears  Are  for  the  Living 
(1963)  and  Sum  Then,  L/We  Lamp  (1967). 
She  was  living  near  Sweet  Briar  when  she 
died  in  November  1 977  at  the  age  of  83. 
The  lectureship  was  conceived  as  a 
particularly  fitting  memorial  to  her. 

Anselm  Hollo  brings  to  this  newly  created 
position  a  rich  intellectual  and  creative  back- 
ground and  extensive  teaching  experience. 
His  most  recent  book  of  poetry  is 
Sojourner  Microcosm,  published  by  the 
Blue  Wind  Press  in  Berkeley,  Calif,  in  1 977.

A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


Harold  B.  Whiteman,  Jr. 


Through  the  generosity  of  alumnae,  parents, 
and  friends.  Sweet  Briar  received  over 
$1 .6-mlllion  in  annual  and  capital  support 
during  1 977-78.  This  represents  a  1 9% 
increase  over  last  year.  All  of  us  at  the 
College  wish  to  express  our  heartfelt  thanks 
for  the  many  donors  whose  interest  and 
support  made  this  outstanding  year  possible. 
Your  contributions  ensure  Sweet  Briar's 
continued  strength  and  vitality. 

Special  recognition  should  be  given  to 
alumnae  and  parents  whose  new  and  in- 
creased gifts  allowed  the  College  to  meet 
the  first  of  its  two-part  Challenge  Grant  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities. 
We  were  chosen  during  one  of  the  early 
selection  rounds  under  this  program,  and 
our  grant  from  NEH  is  in  the  amount  of 
$195,000.  In  order  toqualify  and  keep  this 
award,  we  must  raise  matching  gifts  of 
$585,000 — it  is  thus  a  one-for-three  dollar 
challenge. 


This  NEH  grant  has  been  given  to  the 
College  in  two  parts,  which  means  that 
required  matching  funds  are  also  divided.  In 
the  first  year  which  ended  on  June  30, 1 978, 
we  were  challenged  to  raise  $360,000  to 
match  part  one— $1 20,000  of  the  grant.  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  this  objective  was 
reached  on  time  and,  in  fact,  exceeded;  we 
received  $393,000  from  our  alumnae,  parents 
and  friends.  This  was  a  significant  ac- 
complishment since  one  of  the  conditions 
of  this  Challenge  Program  is  that  our  share 
must  come  from  new  donors,  i.e.,  donors 
who  have  not  aided  us  since  July  1 , 1 976, 
or  from  increased  gifts  from  former  or 
repeating  donors. 

With  part  one  behind  us,  the  College 
must  now  match  part  two  of  the  Challenge 
Grant  by  matching  $75,000  from  NEH  with 
$225,000,  also  in  new  or  increased  gifts.  We 
are  able  to  carry  over  the  excess  of  $33,000 
received  over  last  year's  goal,  which  leaves 


a  balance  of  $1 92,000  needed  by  June 
30,  1979. 

It  is  the  nature  of  our  times  that  every 
independent  college  faces  the  challenge  of 
maintaining  high  standards  in  the  face  of 
inflation  and  its  incessant  demands.  The 
Challenge  Grant  enables  us  to  improve  in 
specified  areas  of  the  humanities,  but  just 
to  stay  even  in  other  areas  we  have  to  in- 
crease funding  steadily.  This  year  as  we 
call  on  many  of  you  through  area  NEH 
meetings  to  help  us  meet  the  specific 
challenge  of  the  grant,  we  will  be  asking  all 
of  you  who  care  about  the  future  of  the  College 
to  help  us  meet,  through  your  support,  the 
general  but  no  less  urgent  challenge  of 
keeping  up  with  the  demands  of  inflation 
and  staying  ahead  of  it. 

Our  past  record  assures  me  that  we  can 
face  the  future  with  confidence.  On  the 
following  pages  recognition  has  been  given 
to  alumnae  members  of  the  Golden  Stairs 
and  the  Boxwood  Circle,  and  to  parent 
members  of  the  Fletcher  Associates  whose 
leadership  gifts  set  the  pace  for  1 977-78. 


The  College  enjoyed  another  successful 
ALUMNAE  FUND  year  with  unrestricted 
contributions  from  alumnae  increasing  to 
$249,1 82  compared  to  $21 1 ,408  for  1 976- 
77.  Gifts  from  members  of  the  Boxwood 
Circle,  alumnae  who  annually  give  $1 ,000 
or  more  to  the  College,  and  members  of 
the  Golden  Stairs,  contributors  of  $250- 
$999,  played  a  major  role  in  making  this 
possible. 


The  PARENTS  FUND  campaign  made  a 
great  gain  with  $55,71 9  in  unrestricted 
gifts  received  for  an  increase  of  $26,51 4 
over  the  previous  year.  The  new  Elijah 
Fletcher  Associates  program  which  began 
last  year  was  a  tremendous  success  and 
attracted  21  Founding  Members  who  con- 
tributed $1 ,000  or  more. 


A  new  membership  and  total  gift  record 
was  achieved  by  the  FRIENDS  OF  THE 
LIBRARY  organization  during  1977-78. 
Individual  memberships  rose  to  358  compared 
to  282  in  the  previous  year.  Annual  gifts 
increased  to  $1 4,631  compared  to  $1 1 ,271 . 


A  total  of  1 70  individuals  sent  member- 
ship gifts  to  THE  FRIENDS  OF  ART  during 
1 977-78  for  cash  receipts  of  $5,1 1 3.
